
Estimating the Potential Impact of the Federal 
Shutdown on Small Business Contractors 


Federal agencies contract with thousands of small businesses across the country to provide 
goods and services. During the government shutdown, affected agencies are not procuring 
goods and services from these small businesses. This not only impacts the cash-flow of small 
businesses during the shutdown, in some instances small businesses will be unable to make up 
the lost contract work or sales. 

To gain a better understanding of the scope of the number of small businesses potentially 
impacted in each state and the value of the small business contracts, the U.S. Chamber worked 
with Bloomberg.gov to analyze agency spending data from last year. The chart below, sourced 
and compiled by Paul Murphy, Senior Data Analyst, Bloomberg.Gov, shows the number of small 
business contractors to shuttered agencies, the total annual value of those contracts and an 
estimated pro-rata value covered by the current shutdown.
